Morganthau, Jr., Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of the United States, a citation dated 
July 2, 1945 for distinguished services 
rendered in the War Finance Program. 

I take this opportunity to express my 
sincere gratitude to Past Potentate James 
J. Curry, Chairman of the Committee, to 
our efficient and capable Recorder, Harvey 
B. Leggee, who acted as Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Bond Drive, and to each 
and every one of the Nobility for the fine 
assistance and cooperation given me in this 
most successful patriotic endeavor. 

Owing to O.D.T. regulations the Im- 
perial Council did not hold a Convention 
this year but the Officers of the Imperial 
Council met at Chicago, Il., during the

The National Court, Royal Order of 
Jesters also met at Chicago and our Junior 
Past Potentate, Willard P. Lombard, was 
elected and advanced to the second high- 
est office — as Royal Leading Man, to 
whom we also extended our congratu- 
lations.

NATIONAL SHRINE CONVENTION 
POSTPONED IMPERIAL OFFICERS 
CONDUCT BUSINESS 


HE two-day business session of the 

Officers of the Imperial Council was 
held in Chicago, July 10 and 11, in lieu of 
the regular Annual Imperial Council Con- 
vention. The Imperial Officers were 
authorized by vote at the National Con- 
vention in 1944, to meet and conduct the 
business of the Council in 1945, providing 
traveling conditions would not permit the 
holding of the annual Convention with the 
approximately 650 elected Representatives 
from the 159 Shrine Temples in attendance. 

As agreed by the Convention in 1944, 
the Imperial Officers were advanced one 
step in Line this year, with Imperial 
Potentate Alfred G. Arvold being suc- 
ceeded by Illustrious Noble William H. 
Woodfield, Jr., Past Potentate of Islam 
Temple, San Francisco, Cal. Illustrious 
Noble Woodfield, who will serve as the 
Imperial Potentate for the ensuing year, 
was elected to the Imperial Line at the 
National Convention held in Seattle, 
Washington in 1936. He has advanced in 
the Line each year since that time to 
finally reach the top and be inducted in 
the office of Imperial Potentate, thereby 
becoming the highest ranking Shriner in 
the world. 

The new Imperial Potentate was called 
the “super-salesman of optimism,” when 
as Director General for the National Shrine 
Convention held in San Francisco in 1932, 
he raised over $1,000,000 to cover the ex- 
pense of staging a spectacular nation-wide 
demonstration against depression. He in- 
stituted his famous “Prosperity Campaign” 
built around the term “Let the Shrine 
loosen the purse strings and show the way 
back to prosperity.” 

On an optimism selling tour of the na- 
tion in a specially charted plane, he gained 
widespread publicity for his program. and 
the support of the Temples of North 
America. It is a matter of record that his 
fund raising projects, such as the history- 
making “Prosperity Balls” staged in major 
cities of the country, were not only highly 
successful but that they brought the 1932 
San Francisco Shrine Convention into the 
limelight the nation over. 

It is highly possible that Illustrious 
Noble Woodfield will have another out- 
standing Imperial Session in his home city 
of San Francisco when he relinquishes the 
Office of Imperial Potentate next summer, 
if traveling conditions at that time will 
permit the holding of a National Con- 
vention. 

Among the other Imperial Officers to be 
advanced in the Line was Aleppo's Past 
Potentate, Robert G. Wilson, Jr., who was 
elected to the office of Imperial Second 
Ceremonial Master. Illustrious Noble 
Wilson was inducted in the Imperial Line 
at the National Convention held in Chi- 
cago in 1943, when he was elected Imperial 
Outer Guard and has since that time ad- 
vanced through the Offices of Imperial Cap- 
tain of the Guard and Imperial Marshal. 

He advanced an extra step the past year 
due to a vacaney in the Line caused by the 
death of Imperial Oriental Guide, William 
Heim of Philadelphia. 

At the recent meeting of the Imperial 
Officers, the Imperial Recorder reported 


that the National Membership of the 
Shrine as of June 30, 1945, was 414,021, as 
a result of the gain in membership of 
27,847 for the first six months of the cur- 
rent year. 

Aleppo Temple was well represented at 
this executive business meeting of the Im- 
perial Council with three of its members 
being present. In addition to Illustrious 
Noble Robert G. Wilson, Jr., there were 
present the Imperial Recorder, E. W. 
Jacocks, a member of Aleppo Temple and 
Past Potentate Willard P. Lombard, who 
is one of the hard working members of the 
Jurisprudence and Laws Committee of the 
Imperial Council. 


At the annual business meeting of the 
Royal Order of Jesters for North America 
which organization likewise held a meeting 
of Officers only, Illustrious Noble Willard 
P. Lombard, Junior Past Potentate of 
Aleppo was elected to the National Office 
of Royal Leading Man of the Royal Order. 

His elevation in the National Jesters 
Line puts Noble Lombard in the second 
highest office in Jesterdom which means 
that Aleppo Temple and Boston Court of 
Jesters will be highly honored next vear 
when he reaches the top rung of the lad- 
der and is elected Royal Director, to serve 
as the Number One Jester of the World 
and rule over the destinies of Shrinedom’s 
great play organization. 

The National Shrine Recorders Asso- 
ciation also held their annual convention 
in Chicago with the Officers transacting 
the necessary business of the Association, 
in accordance with an agreement made by 
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the Recorders of Temples throughout 
North America. The Officers met and con- 
ducted the necessary business of the Asso- 
ciation. They voted that the Association 
Officers serve in the same capacity forza 
second vear. This action was taken after 
studying a poll of the members of the 
Association, which proved to be the desire 
of a large majority of the Recorders of the 
country. 

At the Recorders Association meeting, 
the National President, Noble Edward A. 
Miller, Recorder of Zembo Temple, Har- 
risburg, Penna., announced that among 
his appointments was that of Recorder 
Harvey B. Leggee of Aleppo Temple to 
serve as Chairman of the Associations Im- 
perial Council Committee. 

With the war news getting brighter each 
day the Shriners of North America are all 
hoping that next summer will see them 
once again meeting in National Conven- 
tion with the old-time pomp and ceremony.

Noble MacLaren was appointed to this 
office by Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
and will assume office when tke present 
Lieutenant-Governor retires November 1. 

The new Lieutenant-Governor hasscores 
of friends in Boston and belongs to many 
organizations in this city. He is an Honor- 
ary Member of Aleppo Temple. He will be 
remembered as the Honorable Lord Mayor 
of St. John, who spoke at one of tke 
Aleppo Shrine Luncheons several years 
ago. .
